Collector Seeberger Pulling the 
Wires in Washington—Frank 
Lawler Heard From. 


Reasons Why Gen. Logan Is Opposed 
to Secret Sessions of the 


Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 24.—{Special.|— 
Collector Seeberger came in from Chicago this 
morning. The first man he struck on getting 
off the train was Congressman Lawler. Frank 
helped the Collector with his valise, the com- 
pliments of the season were exchanged—it has 
been rather cold in this latitude today—and 
the two parted. Collector Seeberger's pres- 
ence called to mind that be has not yet been 
confirmed by the Senate, and that Postmaster 
Judd had found it convenient to come down to 
Washington on official business before he was 
confirmed. “I had several things to look 
after, said Mr. Seeberger, and as my 
stay will de brief I shall de quite 
busy while I am here. I have not been offi- 
cially advised by the Treasury Department 
concerning the Bridewell-Lot bill, which, I sup- 
pose, is still in the hands of Secretary Manning. 
I appreciate the fact that the Chicago mem- 
bers have a very delicate duty to perform in 
that matter. Of course when a great railway 
system, such as is understood to be behind the 
Wisconsin Central, is striving to get into the 
city, due regard for our business interests re- 
quires that no obstacles be placed in its way. 
Nor do I think that the Government 
should go into real-estate specuiation. But 
when it has a good piece of property, which in 


uable than at present, and possibly suitable for 
the very purpose of the Government, great 
caution should be exercised in selling it. By 
all means the Government should be assured 
that it will not have cause in the future to re- 
gret such sale. I remember, after the fire, 
when people said the present location of the 
Custom-House was too far south. Look at it 
now. Who can say that in ten years from 
this time tne lot at the corner of 
Polk and Fifth avenue will not be a very use- 
ful one for almost any purpose. It is certainly 
a magnificent piece of property and in a dis- 
trict where land is rapidly becoming more valu- 
able.“ Mr. Seeberger will have an interview 
with Secretary Manning tomorrow, and then 
the bill drawn up by the Senate sub-committee 
will probably be sent back to that body. The 
impression here 1s that, while be will not abso- 
lutely oppose the sale of the lot to the railroad 
company, he will insist that every means be 
taken to insure a good bargain for the Govern- 
ment jf the transfer is to be made. 

Concerning other matters, Mr. Seeberger 
said he bad bad an interview with Tom Court- 
ney Friday, but did not understand that the 
latter was coming on to Washington after Mike 
Bailey’s place as Superintendent of the Cus- 
tom-House. He knew, and supposed every one 
knew, that some serious charges had been 
made against Bailey, and there bad been com- 
plaint about bis management. Further than 
this Mr. Seeberger did not care to express him- 
self. There were still many of the workers in 
Chicago demanding recognition because of al- 
leged party services, and some of them were 
very unreasonable because places were not 
found for them. But he was not worrying 
over the complaints of this ciass. 

It is doubtful if Collector Seeberger can do 
anything towards burrying up his confirma- 
tion. His name is on the list where papers are 
to be demanded concerning the removal of 
predecessors, and unless Senator Sawyer is 
ready to have it taken off there will be no ao- 
tion for the present. As has been stated, Law- 
ler was at the depot when Collector Seeberger 
arrived. “I went down to meet Hank Ruger's 
boy, who is going to be my guest for a few 
weeks, said the Second-District Congressman 
in describing the meeting. ‘The first man 
I saw was Mr. Seeberger. He had a 
valise as big as a drummer's trunk.

I don't believe he is worrying any about bis 
confirmation, because since Jack Logan took 
bis tumble on Judd I don’t go anything on this 
talk ot beating them. Maybe he’s here to see 
about the bridewell lot and maybe he’s not. 
I know be and Tom Courtney are 
thick. They’re both Iroquois, you know, and 
that crowd wants Courtney to have Mike 
Bailey’s place. Why, Mike bas only five men 
on his pay-roll now, but they're making as 
much fuss as if he bad 500. You can tell them 
this much, though—if they have anything 
against him they must produce their evidence. 
Bell, the Supervising Architect, tells me be's 
tired of all this taik about Bailey, and he 
won't pay any more attention to them until 
they quit blowing. Do I think Mr. Seeberger 
is here to see about Custom-House drayage? 
O, no. I ain't giving that any more attention. 
I got a letter the other day from some one in 
Chicago asking me to go to the Treasury De- 
partment and file my protest. But the letter 
wasn’t signed, and I tore it up.

Senator Logan in an interview expresses 
himself as foliows about executive sessions : 

„I have always been, and hope I always shall 
be, opposed unequivocally to the consideration 
of the people's business in secret session. In 
a Republic where the perpetuity of its institu- 
tions depends upon the intelligent and loyal 
support of all its citizens it is not right to ciose 
the doors ot the Senate Chamber and deliberate 
in secret. In my judgment executive sessions 
are an abomination in the eyes of the people, 
and ought not to have place under our repub- 
hean form of Government.” 

„Do you think, Senator, there is any hope 
for the consideration of executive business 
with open doors? 

“I was going to sar.“ replied the General, 
“« that the views of Mr. Sumner did not make 
me a convert to his way of thinking. My batred 
of the system in vogue existed before he ever 
spoke about it. It is not American in its in- 
tention or results. Of course I am only ex- 
pressing my own convictions, and I am sorry 
to eay there are only a few Senators 
who think as I do. For that reason 
1 do not see any prospect for 
rescinding the rules which require all executive 
business to be considered in secret sessions 
and further put the seal of secrecy on what is 
said and done at such sessions. Probably if a 
motion was made to amend the rules it would 
receive some votes from Republican Senators 
nt many, but more than I should think 
would come from the Democratic Senators.”

Some of the Democrats who have been look- 
ing into the matter are no longer advocating 
the admission of Montana and Washington 
Territories as a set-off to Dakota. A Pacific 
coast politician here says Washington Terri- 
tory is beyond all question Republican. The 
majority of Voorhees, the Democratic Dele- 
gate, over his Republican opponent was only 
148 in a total vote of nearly 42,000. His elec- 
tion was due to a revolt against the 
Northern Pacific Railroad. The company 
bad been building through the Territory 
about like the Czar of Russia built bis 
railroad from St. Petersburg to Moscow—by 
following a straight line from one point to the 
other. Numerous small towns were ruined by 
the roads passing four or five miles away 
from them. There was a universal feeling of 
exasperation, and the anti-railroad ory was 
raised in the interest of Voorhees. The result 
was that counties which usually gave large Re- 
publiean majorities reversed their vote, and a 
Democratic Delegate was squeezed in to repre- 
sent the Territory in Congress. But the Legis- 
lature is said to be Republican, while local af- 
fairs in three-fourths of the counties are in 
the hands of that party. There is little 
doubt that if the Territory were to come into 
the Union it would choose two Repabdlican 
United States Senators, while by 1888 its 
Electoral vote would be assuredly against the 
Democratic candidate for President. The ink- 
ling of these facts which some of the Demo- 
crats have received has caused them to pause. 
They are pulling Senator Voorhees’ coattail 
and urgimg him to go slow with his bill for the 
admission of Washington Territory. Montana 
was so long represented in Congress by 
Martin Maginnis that his Democratic col- 
leagues had come to think the Terri 
tory strongly Democratic. Since Maginnis 
was succeeded by another Democrat 
they would probably have rested in this belief 

ad not their attention been directed to the 
status oi the Territory by some of the men 


who bave taken alarm at the talk about mak- | 


ing new States. It appears that in a total vote 
of 27,000 Toole, the Democratic candidate for 
Territorial Delegate, had only 200 majority. 
All reports agree that the immigration into the 
Territory now going on promises to insure a 
Republican majority in the near future. 
The Democrata who have canvassed the 
outlook are therefore inclined to go very 
slowly. Some outcroppings of this feeling have 
been noticed in the House Committee on Ter- 
ritories, though that body is giving the claims 
of Dakota a full hearing. But as a matter of 
party policy the Democratic leaders would pre- 
fer to see no new States created till after the 
Presidential election of 1888. Frank Hurd 
talks sadly of their mistake in 1876 when the 
Democrats in the House agreed to the admis- 
sion of Colorado and its people were so un- 
grateful as to elect Republican Presidential 
Electors. The Northwest seems to be such 
promising soil for the growth of Republican 
principles that the Bourbons don’t want to 
cultivate it, and they are bolding up Colorado 
as an awful example,

In the evening session of the House Friday 
two pension bills on the private calendar ex- 
cited unusual interest. The first was one 
granting a pension to Mrs. Anna’ D. W. Eich- 
man of Dubuque, Ia., which bas twice failed 
to pass the House owing to the failure of the 
physician to show that the husband died from 
the effects of wounds received in battle. The 
physician's certificate was originally written in 
German, of which an imperfect translation 
was made, a correct statement being now made 
showing that Eichmann died in 1883 from 
rheumatism of the lungs, caused by the 
closing of a gunsbot wound in the left leg. 
The bill, on recommendation of the Committee 
on Invalid Pensions, passed the House. The 
other bill was one to increase the pension of 
the widow of Brig.-Gen. Marcellus M. Crocker. 
from $30 to $50 per month. Congressman Price 
of Wisconsin objectedto the amendment on 
the ground that every man who trudged in the 
mud and rain and who carried a musket for $14 
a month is just as much entitied to gratitude. 
as Gen. Crocker and deserves as much at the 
hands of the Government. Mr. Price said that 
he had been severely criticised for 
votmg alone against pensioning Mrs. 
Grant, but he had also received a great 
many letters commending that vote because it 
was consistent with justicen. He thought the 
inevitable tendency of passing such bills was 
to lessen the chances of others equally worthy. 
in the discussion which followed the whole 
subject of “class distincdon” as applied to 
the difference in pensions paid to the widows 
of officers and men was talked over, the rea- 
soning on one side being that no pensions 
should be increased until every one was pro- 
videa for and that all should share alike, and 
on the other that those who guided armies 
through batties and by their skill and strategy 
saved the lives of many who would otherwise 
bave been killed deserved more gratitude and 
larger pensions, just as they received greater 
pay daring the War. The bill increasing the 
pension was passed. 

Concerning the proposition to extend the 
Arrears act it is stated that under the law of 
1879 405,856 pensioners received arrears. Since 
that time 115,000 names have been added to 
the pension-lust. Should one-half of these 
apply for arrears of pensions, and as $1,200 is 
considered the average amount, about $70,000,- 
000 would be drawn from the Treasury. Sen- 
ator Harrison's resolution for an investigation 
of the Pensions-Office, past and present, will 
come up tomorrow, and in all probability will 
be finally acted on. There are many Demo- 
crats who don’t expect Commissioner Black to 
come out of it with anytbing added to his repu- 
tation for common sense. The fact is, there 
isn’t much sympathy for Hlack among the 
President’s advisers since the Sweet episode, 
and he will be left to hoe his own row.

SEVEN INSANE BROTHERS. 
— 


THE Loss OF THEIR WEALTH CAUSES THEM 
TO BECOME RAVING MANIACS—A THRILL- 
ING EPISODE. 

MoOBERLY, Mo., Jan. 24.— Special. ]—Seven 
brothers, all raving maniacs, passed through 
here yesterday en route to the Bloomington 
(III.) asylum. An imordimate love of money 
was the cause ot the affliqtion. Commissioner 
Schmidt, who had the meg in charge, gives the 
Mountain account of their case; In the Ozark 


Mountains, in Hickory County, Missouri, there 
located prior to the War a wealthy farmer 
by the name of Anson Arnold. His family 
was large and of a very penurious dis- 
position. The acquirement of money seemed 
to be their whole aim, even stinting 
themselves of necessities to gain it. The fam- 
ily consisted of five daughters and seven sons. 
The sons, Joseph, Anson, Hénry, Jobn, Robert, 
Uriah, ana William, were once promising young 
men. About three years aso a sleek individual 
of good address, named George K. Bibb, vis- 
ited the home of the Arnolds, and by telling 
them a plausible story and convincing them 
that they could increase their weaith induced 
them to invest their all in a mythical silver 
ledge in Nevada. They were jubilant with ex- 
pectaton, but after months of ar- 
jety the news was received that Bibb 
and his Western Golconda were both 
chimerical, and the wealth of the Arnolds had 
been absorbed by this heartless impostor. 
Upon receipt ot the news of Bibb’s duplicity 
the seven brothers were stricken with violent 
insanity. 

So much for the ciroumstances connected 
with the deplorable nafrative. While at the 
depot, Uriah, the mot violent of the seven, at- 
tempted to escape from the car. He was 
chained to the others, but dragged them and 
four of the Commissioner's assistants the en- 
tire length of the car, bitmg and scratching, 
which excited tha other brothers to such a de- 
gree that it took the efforts of several per- 
sons to keep them from escaping. During 
the frenzy Uriah had his arm terribly lacerated 
and Robert’s arm was broken midway between 
the shoulder and elbow. The other brothers 
acted like demons. They were finally quieted, 
and are now well on their way to their destina- 
tion. The conductor in charge of the train re- 
marked thatin an experience of thirty years 
he had never witnessed a similar scene, and 
hoped that this would be the last. 


THE STEVENSON CLAIM, 


PROPERTY IN BALTIMORE CLAIMED 
COLORED FAMILY—A HISTORY or 
MATTER. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 24.—[Special.}|—The 
claims of the colored Stevenson family in Phil- 
adelphia to property located in Baltimore and 
valued at $1,500,000 are being prosecuted by 
Sylvester Stockbridge, an attorney of this city, 
and Philadelphia lawyers. There are also 
members of the family in Baltimore who are 
claimants.

Col ununos., O., Jan. 24.—Spectal.—Tuis day 
bas been given over to political caucusing on 
the situation of affairs in the Ohio Senate, and 
another turn of the wheel may come again to- 
morrow with still more sensational develop- 
ments. Both the Democratic and Republican 
Senators have discussed at length the plans to 
be pursued, the Democrats being reinforced by 
ex-Senator Thurman and the Hon. George L. 
Converse, and the Republicans by Gov. Noyes, 
the Hon. Warner M. Bateman, and others. As 
this double-headed affair progresses matters 
become still more complicated, and unless some 
change of front not now contemplated takes 
place the final outcome of the business cannot 
be divined. The Democrats are determined in 
their line of attack and the Republicans are 
not a whit less enthusiastic and set in their 
opinions, and the result is the practical clog- 
ging up of one branch of the General Assem- 
bly. All sorts of wild threats are beard on the 
part of the Democrats as to what they will do 
if Gen. Kennedy persists in exercising the pow- 
ers guaranteed him by the Constitution in his 
position as presiding officer of the Senate, but 
they do not represent the real feeling of tne 
party on the question, for at least three of 
the twenty Democratic Senators are disgusted 
with the stand taken by the party in attempt- 
ing to keep in their seats the avowed repre- 
sentatives of fraud from Hamilton County. 

As outlined heretofore, the Kepublican mem- 
bers of the Senate will meet tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. It is the program of the 
Democrats that Sergeant-at-Arms Negley, one 
of their faithful henchmen, shall be present, 
in the hope that the Republicans will 
Gispatch him over the city to bring 
in the absenting Democrats, or enough 
of them toe make a working quo 
rum of the Senate. If this is done 
the aid of the courts will be invoked in their 
behalf and the Democrats discharged from the 
custody and care of the Senate by means of 
writs of habeas corpus issued by Judge H. J. 
Wylie of this city, who has on every occasion 
shown himself very friendly to the Democrats 
in such matters as these. He will be expected 
to decide that the Republicans do net consti- 
tute the rightful Senate of Ohio; that they 
are interlopers without authority to compel 
the attendance of Senators, and having no 
existence in fact or law, and order the release 
of the Democrats arrested by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms. This plan will, however, not be adopted 
by the Republicans, for it is the avowed inten- 
tion of the “‘hoodlers”’ immediately after the 
hour of convenm to adjourn the Senate until 
Wednesday, and again on that day until Fri 
day, and then again to Monday of next week, 
and so on interminably until they weary out 
the Republicans. 

The Republican Senators held a caucus to- 
night and decided to convene at 10 o'clock 
tomorrow, remaining in session until 4 
o'clock,. when the Democrats 
in an appearance. An effort will then be made 
to substitute the minority for the majority re- 
port of the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, providing that the investigation. of the 
claims of the contesting Republicans from 
Hamilton County be taken up in open Senate 
and proceeded with immediately, instead of al- 
Jowing the matter to remain smothered in the 
pigeon-boles of that partisan committee, who 
will never report on it. Here willagain come 
up the question of allowing the sitting 
Hamilton County Senators to vote on 
their own cases. Gen. Kennedy wil 
rule that under the Oonstitution they 
bave no right to so vote, and the Democrats 
say that if he does they will leave the cham- 
ber in a body, and the exciting scene of last 
Thursday will be again enacted. Beyond this 
point nothing can be surmised. The air is full 
of plots and counterplots, threatening and 
scheming, but nothmg has been determined 
upon excepting as outlined above. 

Ever since Thursday, when the Democrats 
adjourned in high dudgeon, tue journal of the 
Senate has been mysteriousiy missing, and 
Clerk Vallandigham (who, by the way, is a son 
of the notorious Clement L. Vallandigbam, with 
all of the adroitness of his father but none of his 
brains) has refused to disclose its hiding-place. 
It transpired tonight that the miss olume 
is concealed in a safe in the well-known saloon 
and billiard-hall of Bott Brothers, on High 
street, where it was taken by Vallandigham 
Friday evening after the adjournment of the 
Democratic rump Senate. 

The Legislative Investigating Committee will 
convene next Tuesday to begin the examina- 
tion of witnesses.

A. Cowgill, Chairman of the committee, sent

CoLuMBUS, O., Jan. 23, 1886.—The Hon. I. B. 
Payne, United States Washington, D. C.— 
Sim: Lacknowledge the receipt of your favor of 
the 22d inst., wherein you note the fact that a spe- 
cial committee of the Ohio House of Representa- 
tives, appointed to investigate the conduct of the 
Democratic caucus, which in January, 1884, nomi- 
nated a candidate for United States Senator, and 
you also deciare that itis your purpose to give the 
investigation appropriate attention. In reply I 
have to say that the resolution to which you refer re- 
cites the fact that allegations of bribery, published 
on the authority of 8. K. Donavin, are of so grave 
and positive a character as to call for immediate 
action in order to vindicate the reputation of mem- 
bers of the present General Assembly. It directs 
the special committee to inquire into ail the facts 
of the alleged bribery and report their conclusions 
thereon to the House. 

If, in the prosecution of the inquiry, any testi- 
mony tending to inculpate you in any degree with 
any questionable transaction be received, I assure 
you that your request to appear before the com- 
mittee in such event will be cordially and freely

THE SITUATION AT THE IOWA CAPITAL.

There will be a strong effort 
made to bave Railroad Commissioners elected 
instead of appointed, as is now the case. Gov. 
Sherman, in bis retiring message, stated his 
objections to the change very strongly and 
forcibly, showing that the result would be to 
make the commission partisan and to force 
rail way matters into the passion and prejudice 
of politics to the great detriment of the pub- 
lic good. But the last Republican State Con- 
vention, yielding to popular clamor, resolved 
in favor of this measure. An influential Re- 
publican member of the Legislature is quoted 
as favoring a compromise that shall permit the 
Railroad Commission to be appointed by the 
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| nominations be confirmed by the ‘Senate, thus 
making the latter body a check and balance to

popular sense of the term as his predecessor, 
though this is due to personal reserve rather 
than to any disposition to be exclusive. Uniess 
a Governor does put up the bars sometimes he 
will get little opportunity to attend to his work.

It has already embittered and alienated many 
temperance workers, and gains no friends for 
prohibition that the cause did not already 
have. Many umbitious women in this State ap- 
pear to consider prohibition as a kite to fly 
their hobby, and they lose no opportunity to 
push woman suffrage to the front.

MISS MORG’S STORY. 


SHE SAYS SHE POISONED HER MOTHER IN 
CHICAGO FIVE YEARS AGO—AN ASTON- 
ISHED OFFICIAL. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 24.—{Special.]—At 6 
o'clock this evening a hand ely-attired 
young woman walked into police headquarters 
and requested an interview with Chief Harri- 
gan. The Chief was not in at tas time, and the 
caller expressed great disappointment. Capt. 
Fruchte questioned her, and for a few minutes 
she refused to divulge her business. Then she 
burst into tears and said. I want to be arrest- 
ed. I poisoned my mother in Chicago five 
years ago.” 

The Captain's astonishment at this disolosure 
was such that for a moment he looked search- 
ingly at to see if be was talking to 
a sane person. There was not the slightest 
trace of mental aberration beyond ber emo- 
tion, and she was asked to give the details. 
She stated that ber name was Mary Christian 
Morg, 28 years of age.. She lived in this city 
eight years ago, but refused to give her ad- 
dress at the time. Later her parents moved to 
Chicago and lived on Clinton street, but she 
again refused to give the number. Her father 
and mother lived very unhappily, and 80, to |

She says the 
crime was never discovered and that she has 
been living in a state of remorse ever since. It 
so preyed upon her that sue at last decided to 
give herself up. This was ali that could be got 
from her, and as she spoke deliberately and 
with every indication ot truth she was locked 
up pending an investigation of the story.

A MISSISSIPPI STUDENT KILLS THE UNSUS- 
PECTING BROTHER OF A YOUTH ‘WITH 
WHOM HE HAD QUARRELED. 

New Orieans, La., Jan. 24.— [Special. I- A 
few days ago at Cooper’s Institute, a boarding- 
school about twenty miles from Meridian, 
Miss., a young student named John Richarda- 
son was shot and killed by one Kyle, a fellow- 
student. Richardson was from Monroe, La., a 
nephew of Judge Robert Richardson. It is 
since learned that the difficulty which led to 
the killing was originally between Kyle and 
William Richardson, a young brother of the 
dead youth, who was also a student at the 
same school. It was known in the col- 
lege that Kyle was a desperate boy 
and had openly threatened to kill 
the younger Richardson. The Presideut 
of the college, believing that Richardson was 
on the right side of the quarrel and that his 
life was in danger, gave him a pistol with 
which to defend himself. The difficulty was 
supposed to be averted when President Cooper 
sent William Richardson home to his people. 
The killing of the other Richardson, who had 
nothing to do with the trouble, was entirely 
unexpected. While the students were at 
supper two nights ago Kyle, w'thout any allu- 
sion to the former trouble, drew a pistol and 
shot Richardson, who died in a short time. 
Kyle escaped, but is being activelypursued 
by officers.

wood, As the tenants are ali ‘‘transients”’ 
they don't make much of anoutiay. In strik- 
ing contrast with these miserable sheds and 
with the generally desolated and blighted ap- 
pearance of the Scully country is the aspect of 
the country through the greater part of the ad- 
joining township. re are neat and substantial 
tarm-bhouses, many of them of brick, usually 
two stories high, large, roomy barns, cattic- 
sheds, orchards, neat lawns with evergreens, 
and all the other appurtenances and offices 
pertainmg to an ideal Uno farm. There is 
an appearance of thrift, comfort, and p 
everywhere. Recently Scully acqui 240 
acres of land in Broadweii Township in be- 
tween the Hickey and Ouray farms there. 
This 240 acres is an eyesore for the people of 
the vicinity. All around it are neat, fresh, 
bright, newly-painted, comfortable farm- 
houses and offices. The one Scully house is a 
dilapidated concern. It was once painted, but 
is now going to decay. The tenant bas little 
interest in keeping it up. George Campbell, 
one of Soully's tenants, in Sheridan Township 
an intelligent, hard-beaded North of Ireland 
man, bas resided there for several years. His 
house is about one of. the best on the estate. 
It was built by himself. He kept it in a fair 
state of repair. He is gomg to leave this 

having purchased a farm near 

: “I would bave liked 

to add to my house, but I did not want to spend 
any money on it. Scully would not pay for 
any improvement. 1 have had to make the 
best bargain I could with the tenant who is to 
succeed me. The tetiants that Scully is now 
getting are not of the clase which appreciates 
improvements. I bad to sell for about half 
the reai value; but I am glad to get out any 
way.” 

“Koehnie says you mode the money you 
have invested in Iowa out of Scully's land,“ 
said Taz TRIBUNE correspondent. 

“That is not true,“ replied Campbell. “I 
made it by hard work—shelling corn, thrash- 
ing wheat and grain for my neighbors. That's 
how I made it.“ ; 

Campbell's statement was fully corroborated 
by tarmers residing in the vicinity. The rents 
op Scully’s estate are declared to be exorbitant. 
Rents may be higher for other rented farms in 
the vicinity, but these are in better condition 
and bave better improvements. This is notabiy 
the case on the farms of John D. Gillett, Gov. 
Ogiesby’s father-in-law, and ex-Repre- 
sentative Thomas Windell, who rents 
out a couple of thousand acres of 
land in the vicinity. In Orvill Township, where 
Scully has the most land, the acreage last year 
under corn was larger than in any other town- 
ship of the county. There is very little pastur- 
age throughout the district. The farmers’ 
stock consists mostiy of horses. The tenants 
being interested in keeping down taxation, 
there are no public improvements save abso- 
lutely necessary bridges and school-houses, 
The improvements of the resident owners of 
the vicinity of course have to be taxed more 
higbiy than they would if Soully's estate had 
been improved. 


HOW THE IRISH LANDLORD SYSTEM WORKS. 

As a part of the system of vassalage which 
Soully has introduced into the country it is al- 
leged that he bas an emissary on each section 
to watch the neighboring tenants and to report 
their conduct to bim. If there is any indica- 
fon of a desire on their part to leave their 
crops and stock are immediately seized under 
distress warrants. Four tenants were cleaned 
out under such instruments a few days ago. 
At every term of the Logan Court there is a 
large list of cases in which Wiliiam Scully ap- 
pears as plaintiff. In consequence of this sys- 
tem the tenants are in many cases afraia to 
give any informataon to inquirers. 

As illustrating this, the conversation of one 
tepant may be quoted. Re said: “I don't 
want to say anything. Go and see the agent. 
He can tell you. I don’t want to interfere in 
Mr. Beully’s business.“ The person who said 
this has been under Scully.“ as be said, for 
twenty-five years. His manner could be easily 
accounted for. He bas been reduced to abso- 
jute serfdom. It is one of the rules of the 
estate that tenants visiting the office at Lin- 
coin have to doff their bais. They must not 
smoke nor chew. When Scully visite at Lin- 
colin he bardly ever addresses them. He telks 
at them through his agent. He is domineering 
in his manaer and taciturn by fits. His pres- 
ent agent, Koehnie, though thorrughly de. 
voted to Scully, isa kindly man enough. His 
predecessor, John Scuily, was neediesly harsh 
to the poor serfs. He resorted to coercion at 
the local elections. This practice is to some 
extent kept up yet—with the uniettered for- 
eigners who arejon the estate. 

An effort was made in 1882 to tax Soully on 
his income for rentals. The assessor of West 
Lincoin Township assessed bim on the two 
months’ rent that must have accrued between 
March I and May l—when’ the assessment is 
supposed to be made. Scully resisted. Judge- 
ment was given against him in the Circuit 
Court by Judge Cyrus Epler, but the Supreme 
Court reversed the decision. Judge Sheldon, 
in rendering the decision, held: 


The claim bere asserted is the taxation of some- 
thing which was included in the taxation of the 
lands. The lands themselves were all the time 
taxed. In the valuation of the land itself for tax- 
ation there would bé included in it as an element 
the value of the use ofthe land. The rent is but a 
representation of the use of the land, and taxing 
such rent against the owner of the land before it 
has acerued due and during the same time the land 
is taxed appears to be taxing a thing which was 
covered by taxation of the the land. Had the 
owner himself personally used and enjoyed the 
land it would not be thought such use and enjoy- 
ment would be taxable aside from and in enjoy- 
ment of the land. It becomes unnecessary to con- 
sider other questions raised. The judgment of the 
Circuit Court must be reversed and the cause re- 
remanded.—Scully vs. The People—l04th Illinois, 
page 150. 


This decision, as may be supposed, was a 
great disappointment to the people of Lincoln. 

In 1876 Mr. P. W. Dunne, now of Chicago, 
then a member of the lilinois Legislature from 
Peoria unty, introduced a bill to impose an 
extraordinary tax on holders of Illinois land 
who are ‘‘absentees and aliens.“ It was aimed 
chiefly at Souliy. It failed to pass because it 


was feared that it would keep foreign capital. 


out of the State. Scully himseif three years 
ago induced a Logan County legisiator to in- 
troduce a bill to make it a penitentiary offense 
for a tenant to default in his rent. The bill 
failed, and the legislator was not rediected. 
WHERE SCULLY WS BESTED.” 
Hardly any tenant “gets the better” of 
Scully now. Whenever one does there is great 
rejoicmg at Lincoln. 4 tenant named Jones 
“got even“ with Scully some time ago. Scully 
would not permit bim to sell bie corn at a cer- 
tain time. Jones bought some bogs, and fed 
the corn to them. The pig pen was 
left open “by accident” one night. The 
hogs strayed off. There is a belief that 
Jones did not suffer by tne accident. Scully 
gotno rent for one farm that year. About 
twelve years ago a large number of tenants got 
away with their stock and products, and paid 
norent. They are now comiortabiy located on 
farms of their own near Council Bluffs, Ia. The 
leaders of this party were lrish-Americans. 
Since then Mr. Scully has littie use for Irish 
and American tenants. The American tenant 
does not like the idea of paying rent. Scu ly, 
strange to say, bas been attacked only once by 
an American tenant. He always goes armed. 
& tenant oace threatened him pear Lincoln. 
Nevertheless be went to a place near tne ten- 
ant's house, drew bis revolver, and took aim at 
a knothole in the fence. He sent half a dosen 
bullets through it. This move was an intima- 
tion to the tenant that Soully could defend 
himself. He encountered a former Tipperary 
tenant named Fowarty once at Springfield. 
ogarty was about to demolish him when 
Scully took to his heels. He is now aging Very 
deim about 65 yoarsold. He spends a 
couple of months in the tall of each year in 
Linooln and on bis other properties, for the 
Logan County estate is not bis only American 
one. He holds no intercourse with the peopie 
of the American towns. Ali bis conversations 
are addressed to bis agent. Father Touby, the 
Catholic pastor at Lincoln, a most scbolariy 
man, says that Scully, though a Cutholic, is in 
the habit of turning away when they meet on 


4 the street during the latter's visits to Lincoln. 


Mr. McWilliams, a banker at Dwight, says he 
once addressed Scully, who declined a conver- 
sation, though be and Scully had some busi- 
ness transacuons. 

SCULLY’S OTHER ESTATES. 

Scully owns some property in Tazewe!! Coun- 
ty, but notimuch. It is an outgrowth of the Lo- 
gan Uounty estate. He has a large estate in 

on County—about 10,000 acres. He is in 

constant trouble with his tenants there. One of 
them sued him a few years ago for ruining a 
ridge of corn by driving over it. The tenant 
recovered damages, and Scully fought it all 
the way tothe Supreme Court. It is sal 
with few exceptions, the tenants hate him. but 
such is the power be bas over them that they 
all dread him. He owns a whole county in 
Kansas. He also owns an estate near 
Neb., and some land in otber States. t 

THE GRUNDY COUNTY TENANTS. 

Next to the Logan County property, it 
pears that that which he owns in Grundy Coun. 
ty, near Gardner, is the most vaiuabie. This 
tract extends about six miles along the Obicago 
& Alton Road, commencing about one and a 
half miles south of Gardner, in the Townships 


Lincoln estate. The dwelling-houses are mere 
shanties and dug-outs, and one passing through 
the estate must be struck with the general ap- 
pearance of squalor and misery. The biight- 
ing iafluence of Scully’s ownership is every- 
where observable. Besides the Grundy County 
part Scully owns a section in Round Grove 
Township in Livingston County. A promi- 
nent business-man residing at Dwight says that 
not only is Scully's property less in value than 
Jand in other parts of Grundy County, but it 
has a depreciating effect on property in the 
immediate vicinity. This makes a difference 
be thinks in the value of about $5 per acre. 
This arises from iack of improvement and the 
rather vagabond character of the tenants as a 
class. The agent of the property is Henry 
Fox, a German gentleman ot rather irascible 
temperament. © is in constant trouble with 
the tenants. The editor of a local paper tells 
of a row between Fox and a colored tenant 
named Stewart about some farm machinery. 
Fox carried two revolvers, like Scully, but ran 
away from Stewart, and lost one of his revol- 
vers, which bis pursuer put into use, much to 
Fox’s terror. 

The rents are not as high as in Logan Coun- 
ty. The average is about $2.75 per acre. The 
tenants have to pay the taxes, as at Lincoln, 
and must own their own improvements. The 
leases are on the Ballycobey model. Grain 
dealers are warned against the tenants as at 
Lincoln. The following is the list of “sus- 
pect”’ tenants furnished the dealers last year:

ply,” sald a prominent merchant of 
Dwight. The taxes are about 30 
cents an acre. The schools are not 
kept up more than six months in the year, in 
order to keep down the taxes. There is littie 
or no hedging. In Logan County tenants are 
allowed 45 cents a rod for planting an orange 
osage tence, but under the following restric- 
tions: 25 cents per rod to be paid when the 
bedge is in good growing condition and 20 cents 
at the expiration of the iease; it being ex- 
pressiy understood chat it by reason of the 
fault, negligence, or omission of the said 
lessee in planting, preserving, and cultivating 
said hedge, the same sbali not fill the require- 
ments of this agreement, the said lessee shall 
forfeitall right or claim to any compensation 
therefore whatsoever.”” And this agreement 
is made an essential part of the lease.”’ 
Under the discouraging circumstances of this 
lease there is little hedging done on the Scully 
estates. There is bardiy any done in the 
Grundy County one. 


UNPOPULARITY OF THE SYSTEM, 


This landlord system which Scully has intro- 
duced into Illinois is declared to be intolerable 
to native-born Americans, who are strongly 
imbued with the spirit of liberty. His ten- 
ants, like himself, are mostly unnaturalized 
forewners. They are scareely naturalized be- 
fore they revolt at his dictation and leave him. 
A gentieman at Dwight protested very strongly 
to Tun TRIBUNE correspondent against calling 
Scully’s Grundy County estate—**Soully’s 
Dwight estate.“ His protest had geographical 
as well as other grounds. The estate is not in 
Livingston County—and is located near Gard- 
ner, not near Dwight. 

Every man at Lincoln not in Scully’s employ- 
ment denounces this landlord in the most em- 
phatic terms. They proclaim him a curse to 
their country, and every man among them was 
eager to tell Taz TrRisunxe correspondent of 
the evil effect of his estate rules 
in their midst. Fo Scully himseif 
they entertain feelings nger than con- 
tempt. They were all giad that bis methods 
and bis system were about to be described by 
THe Trisune. An alien and an absentee, be 
does not contribute a cent to the Nation, State, 
county, or township. He obliges his tenants 
to pay all taxes. He takes about $200,000 per 
year out of the State and about $400,000 all 
told out of the Nation. The $150,000 which he 
takes out of Logan County, if spent in Lincoln. 
would certainly add to the importance of that 
town. He retards—in fact, prohibits—improve- 
ments, thus depreciating the value of the p 
erty in the vicinity owned by residents. e 
adds vastly to the taxation of improved prop- 
erty. His rules of the estate foster the de- 
testable Irish spy system and reduce the 
tenants to the condition of serfs and 
vagabonds. His tenants cannot sell a 
bushel of corn, or an ear of wheat, 
unless they go bat in hand to the agent to ask 
for bis permission. Taking advantage of the 
lax land laws of the State and the necessities 
of patriotic American soldiers, he has built up 
bis Irish landlord system in this State at com- 
paratively little expense to himself. His agent 
intimates that Scully has become a citizen of 
the United States; but bis attorneys, Biinn & 
Hobiett, in the tax case already referred to, 
describe him as an alien and a resident of Lon- 
don, England. He acts as analien. Most of 
his tenants are aliens. His leases forestall the 
acts of Providence. Col. Joseph Hodnett of 
Lincoln teiis of a tenant of Scully's whose crop 
was destroyed by a bail-storm acouple of years 
ago. Scully insisted on getting the full reat, 
notwithstanding. So odious is the presence of 
this irish rack-renter and evictor that it is 
thought probable that his ownership of Lilinois 
land may lead to an enactment prohibiting 
aliens from holding lane in this State. Not 
content with acquiring land himself, he bas in- 
duced a number of his relations to become 
American landiords, and their system is pat- 
terned on his own.

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A POOR-HOUSE HORROR. 


Burning of a Pauper Institution at 
Jackson, Mich—Five Lives 
. Are Lost. 


Others Expected to Die from the Ef- 
fects of Freezing—A Fearful 
Seene. 


A Big Scare at New York, and an Ex- 
tensive Blase at Helena, 
Ark. 


JACKSON, Mich., Jan. 24.—-|Special.|—At 


midnight Saturday night the Jackson County . 


Poor-House was burned to the ground and 
five inmates perished in the flames. The infant 
child of Mrs. Charles Smith, wife of the 
keeper, awukened its parents, who at once de- 
tected the fire. Smith ran to the hall and was 
confronted with an intense smoke and fire. He 
retreated and gained access to the women’s 
sleeping apartments, sounded the alarm, and 
heiped several to escape. Rushing then to the 
men's apartment he tried to awaken all. Ser- 
eral leaped from the windows into the snow. 
The temperature was 10° below zero, and 
those who escaped burning were confronted 
with death by freezing. 

The stoves in th, imbecile-house near by 
were fired and the half-frozen inmates were 
cared for, but several were so chilied that they 
cannot live. 

The building waa erected a year ago at a cost 
of $12,000 and was insured for $8,000. 

The building was situated in a lonely spot 
about four miles from the city. The fire, the 
origin of which is unknown, though it is 
thought to have been caused by a defective 
chimney, broke out in the inmates’ kitonen, 
and the whole interior was destroyed. All the 
inmates lost their clothing. Thirty of the pau- 
pers were brought to the city and nsoused. 
John Doberty, the bired man, brought three of 
the lunatics gown the fire-escape in his arms, 
thus saving their lives. There were forty in- 
mates ail told, 

An imbecile boy, 19 years of age, was found 
in bed, and was rescued by means of the fire- 
escape, re were only two men beside the 
inmates ut the place when the fire broke 
out, y resoued the inmates before other 
heipatrived. Wiliiam Mills, one of the inmates, 
was the man who first issued Sanders’ spelling 
book. At the time he was worth $250,000. 
Help was sent from Jackson and the work of 
securing the remains of the victims was at 
once begun, resulting in the recovery of 
five borribly charred bodies, which could only 
be identified by their pos tions in the ruins, 

Foliowing is a correct list of the dead: 

MRS. G. ATKINSON, from Grass Lake, aged 84. 
an inmate tor twenty-four years. 

CATHSRINE AVERY, from Columbia, aged 77, 
an inmate for ten years. 

MALISSA MARTIN, from Spring Harbor, aged 
54, an inmate for fourteen years. 

ZINA BOYNTON, from Jackson, aged 92, an in- 
mate for three years. 

CHARLES ELLIOTT, blind, from Jackson, aged 
75, and only an inmate since Dec. 12, 1888. 

Much trouble was experienced in rescuing 
those who were saved, as many of them resisted 
all efforts in their behalf. By the time they 
were out of the building it was useless to fight 
the flames, such beadway baving been gained 
that the building and most of the contents were 
soon in ashes. The only fire apparatus about 
the place was some hose connected with an 
empty reservoir, 


A LIVELY (TIME INDEED. 
New York, Jan. tbe (Speca |—A cutting 
northwest wind was sw ing down the North 
River this morning as the passengers on the 
7:10 a. m. train of the West Shore and New 
Vork. Ontario & Western Railroads were landed 
at the ferry station at the foot of, Forty-second 
street. A moment later the building was 
filled with smoke and an alarm of fire was 
given. The engines bad got to work and the 
fire patrol was hastily carrying the Daggage 
outside the structure when the fire, which haa 
started in the boiler-room, burst out in a 
circle and almost cutoff the menjinside. Three 
firemen hadto jump from the windows, but 
one was left behind. He had ciimbed to the roof 
and in an instant was surrounded by the flames. 
He was urged to jump into the river, but be 
replied that he could not swim, and as the heat 
grew more intense he jump ad to. the ground 
and broke his leg. The wind caught up the 
flames and drove asheet of fire up Forty-sec- 
ond street. All the baggage piled outside of 
the ferry-house was quickly consumed.

With these reinforcements the fire 
was quickly hemmed in, and at 8:15 it was re- 
ported under control. The burned building 
was owned by the Ontar’o & Western Terminal 
Company, and the total loss is estimated at 
$100,000. It is said to be fully insured,

SEVEN MYSTERIOUS DEATHS. 


THEY OCCURRED IN THE FAMILY OF A PHIL- 
ADELPHIA BAKER-—-WHOLESALE POISON- 
ING SUSPECTED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 24.—[Special.jJ— 
The death of George M. Palmer, aged 22 years, 
of No. 143 Otter street, was reported to the 
Coroner today. This is the seventh death 
which has occurred in the family under 
peculiar ciroumstances in twenty months. 
George M. Palmer is a baker who had lived 
for more than twenty years at the corner of 
Otter ana Sophia streets. About May, 1884, 
one of his children died after a brief and mys- 
terious illness, Since then the deaths of 
his five other ochildren and his wife 
have occurred iu rapid succession in 
the same mysterious manner. The sixth 
death occurred about the last of November 
and was that of a daughter. A thorough in- 
vestigation was made by the Coroner without 
result. The post-mortem examination showed 
that death had resulted from Bright's disease 
of the cidneys. Dr. Starck, the family physi- 
cian, had diagnosed the case, which had the 
same symptoms as those preceding it, as one of 
lead poisoning. Au analysis of the water 
showed the presence of lead, but notin suf- 
ficient quantities to produce the symptoms 
or cause death. Three weeks ago 
George U. Palmer Sr. took to himseif 
a third wife, and three or four 
days later he took to his bed. John Rosen- 
berger, a German journeyman baker, and 
George U. Palmer Jr. were prostrated with 
similar symptoms. Palmer, the young man, 
was somewhat weakminded, and it had been. 
hinted on the death of his sister two months 
ago that he knew something of the cause, He 
was questioned at the Ooroner’s office, and 
Deputy-Coroner Ashbridge was convinced that 
be bad not been admiutsterm poison to the 
family.

If your friend finds a verse to 
do him special good the same verse will be sure 
to do you good too. You'll seeit in a new 
light. 

No better way to feed the flock of God 
than by expounding the Scriptures. Most peo- 
ple don't want oratorical sermons—sort of a 
fily-eagle speech—they just want the plain 
Bible expounded. Reading the Bible will result 
in making you an expounder ofit. You must 
keep at it. The people can remember the 
Bible when they cannot remember those 
grand speeches and flowery discourses. A 
man comes from churcb and says, We bad 
such a grand sermon.”

Then how Peter told 
Paul about his denial of Christ, and wept as he 
told it, and how they bad walked to where the 
cross stood, and to Christ's grave, and to the 
spot where He again appeared to the disciples 
and ascended up to Heaven.

Recommend the Acceptance of 
a “County Abstract.” 


The Recorder's Irresponsibility—A Little 
Legal History Bearing on the 


The county abstract job was a topic of con- 
versation in political circles last week. The 
attitude of the Commissioners and their mo- 
tives have been variously discussed. A Trip- 
UNE reporter who set out on the work of in- 
vestigation yesterday baa no difficulty in ob- 
taining intormation. Attorneys, real-estate 


the $50,000 appropriation scheme. Many persons 
expressed regret that Col. Scribner bad allowed 
himself to be mixea up in the affair. 

A leading real-estate lawyer said: I don't 
want to be abused by the advocates of this job, 
but my name is at the public service when 
public occasion requires it. This abstract job 
is a bad scheme. A good lawyer will hesitate 
to recommend the acceptance of a ‘county ab- 
stract.’ The record is not written up. The in- 


»dices are at least eighteen months behind. The 


truth about the whole mattec is that the county 
abstract business furnishes opportunities 
for sharpers and swindiers. Let me 
give you an example: A political 
attorney in thie town was approached 
a few years ago by a real-estate mh. The 
latter said: ‘I want a loan of $60,000 on this 
property. It is worth $80,000, but itis incum- 
bered to the extent of $40,000. I want you to 
examine the abstract and to overlook the in- 
cumbrance. I'll pay you $6,000 for doing so— 
$3,000 in cash and $3,000 in a real-estate mort- 
gage.” The political attorney made the re- 
quired certificates.. He was utterly unconscious 
of the $40,000 mortgage. He got his $3,000 in 
cash tor examining the abstract. He took his 
mortgage for the other $3,000 toa banker and 
realized the cash on it. Now, this exemplifies 
the opportunities of rascally attorneys witbout 
responsibilities. The attorney referred to had 
no responsibility whatsoever. He had paid a 
clerk in the Recorder's office to furnisu him a 
record which made no note of the $40.000 
mortgage. The clerk could claim ignorance, 
hegligence, or want of intelligence to defend 
his course. What could the defrauded party 
do? 

But might not the public hold the Recorder 
or his, bondsmen responsible?“ 

“Nonsense. Did you ever hear of a bonds- 
man for a public officer being heid responsible? 
Besides, there is no law for hoiding a Recorder to 
account. As far as the statutes are concerned, 
the Recorder is a perfectly irresponsivie per- 
son in reférence to abstracts. In his official 
Capacity he is merely a Recorder.” 

But is a private abstract firm under obliga- 
tions?” 


“Undoubtedly. They furnish abstracts un- 
wed guaranty. The private firm is responsi-

Have lawyers or real-estate men patronized 
the county abstract business?” 

Lawyers of good standing bave not; shys- 
ters have. It is a well-known fact that some 
attorneys of loan and building associations 
have patronized an abstract firm which ob- 
tained its abstracts surreptitiously from the 
Recorder’s office. These attorneys get a com- 
mission of 10 per cent. The abstracts are 
practicaliy worthless, however. The indices 
are not written up te date. There can be no 
satisfactory references. There may be judg- 
ments not noted covering the whole value of 
the property.” 

The party interviewed then told the story of 
a Canadian who went into the abstract busi- 
ness for the purpose of defrauding innocent 
purchasers. He said in addition: Ide county 
has as much right to go into the dry-goods 
business in competition with Marshall Field or 
J. V. Farwell as go into the abstract business. 
The county as an abstractmaker is wholly irre- 
sponsibie.’’ 

Another gentleman said: “I saw assembled 
at a Rhine-wine saloon on Washington street, 
not many blocks trom the Court-House, last 
Tuesday night, ten County Commissioners, in 
company with A. C. Hesing and William J. 
McGarigie. Among the Commissioners pres- 
ent were Peter Fortune, Hemmelgaru, Buck 
Movarthy, Dan Wren, Frank Niesen, Klehm, 
McCiaugbrey, Gells, Hannigan, and Leyden. 
Mr. Hesing became so violentin his language 
that Wren, Fortune, and Hemmeligarn left. 
Hesing at this meeting deciared that he was not 
on speaking terms with Col. Scribner.”’ 

A County Commissioner said yesterday: “I 
understand that if I come in I' get my share 
of the 510.000. The money is put up. But I 
can't understand why a man who is not a Com- 
missioner gets $10,000 all to himself. The 
Commissioners are selling out too cheap.“ 

For the work that Recorder Scribner wants 
$50,000 for,” said an old record clerk, I' 
take $10,000, and I can make money on it. 
Three good men working industriously, who 
would be glad to get $2,000 a year each, can 
keep up the records ia the Recorder's office. 
The Clerk who wrote to THe TRIBUNE yester- 
day went outside the mark.” 


LEGAL STATUS. 


The County of Cook commenced a suit in the 
Circuit Court against James W. Brockway, who 
was then Recorder, to recover $500 which he 
had retained for his services for six months in 
superintending the Abstract Department. The 
case came to a hearing before Judge Switb, 
and March 1, 1884, judgment was entered 
against Brockway for $500, the amount 
claimed. In this case it was agreed that 581.000 
a year for attendimg to the Abstract Depart- 
ment in addition to his salary of $3,000 per 
annum was a reasonabie sum, and properly 
retained by Brockway, provided the County 
Board bad the legal power to allow bim any 
extra compensation for superintending the 
Abstract Department over and above his salary 
as fixed by law. 

Judge Smith, in bis decision, for which see 
Legal News, March 1. 1884—after showing, first, 
that the Constitution of 1870 created the office 
of Recorder of Deeas of Cook County, and 
provided that he should receive a salary to be 
fixed by law (fixed at $3,000), and that all fees, 
perquisits, and emoluments (above the 
amount of his salary) should be paid into the 
County Treasury; second, that the Coun- 
ty Board had the right to purchase 
abstract books and continue 
the same—says: It is safe to assert that these 
books are as much a portion of the county 
archives as are the public records of the coun- 
ty. Judge Smith then decided that the money 
retained by Brockway should bave been turned 
over to the County Treasury as a part of the 
fees and emoluments of the office in his duties 
of caring for the public records, of which the 
abstract books were a part, hence the judg- 
ment against Brockway. On following this 
case on appeal by Brockway to the Appellate 
Court, it will be seen that Judge Wilson ren- 
dered the opinion, in which he shows that the 
office of Recorder of Deeds of Cook County 
was created by the Constitution of 1870 (Art. 
10, Secs. 8 and 9), which provides that he shall 
receive as his only compensauon for his serv- 
ices a salary to be fixed by law, to be paid out 
of the fees of the office actually collected; and 
all fees, perquisits, and emoluments above the 
amount of said salary shall be paid into the Coun- 
ty Treasury. By Sec. 31, Chap. 58, Revised Stat- 
utes, the salary of the Recorder of Cook County 
was fixed at $3,000 per annum, and by the same 
section he is required to report in „ un- 
der oath, the Ist day of June and Ist 
day of December in each year, au fees and 
emoluments of his office for the balf-year ending 
at the date of such report, and all expenses in- 
curred; and it is made the duty of the board 
to audit his accounts ana correct and adjust 
the same according to the facts. 

The court then bolds that the requirements 
of the statute do not impose upon the Record- 
er the duty of making abstracts of title, nor is 
there any law authorizing the County Board to 
impose upon the Recorder any addimonal duties 
beyond those désignated by the statute; that 
the Legisiature intended merely to provide for 
the keeping of a book for the convenient use

BIRDS, BUTCHERS, AND BEAUTIES. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH A DEALER IN BIRDS’ 
SKINS AND FEATHERS. 

Pall Mall Gazette: “ Nobody would guess 
[says a bird dealer] io looking at these combi- 
nations that they are nothing but parts of a 
lark s body from the refuse of a pouiterer’s 
shop, and that the other parts of the ornament 
have grown on the back of & goose or a domes- 
tio fowl. We «et feathers from kitchens, and 
shops, and markets; they are sold by 
the pound, and can be dyed almost 
any color. ‘Tbe material of these combinations 
—that is to say, those ornaments which are 
composed, not of whoie birds or any single 
part of a bird—is quite inexpensive. It is only 
the workmanship—the dyeing and arranging— 
which makes them expensive. They are mostly 
made up by women. . A good deal of this work 
is done in Germany; we bavea large ware- 
house at Berlin, where we employ a great 
many women. Some of them are female con- 
victs in the prisons not far from Berlin. Other 
English singing birds are hardly used at all. 
Their plumage is mostly dark, and could not 
be dyed with advantage. 

“Most of our birds come from the East and 
West Indies. We have over 100 different kinds 
ot humming-birds, of various size and coloring. 
These colibri are almost always much worn. 
They are rather expensive, especially the sun- 
bird and those in which the ruby and emerald 
color is predominant. We sell them at a price 
varying from 5 to 60 shillings per dozen. 
Nearly every one of these belongs to a differ- 
ent species.” With this a multitude of tiny 
birds was thrown on the table, whose maguifl- 
cent coloring had not suffered by their long 
post-mortem voyage. The throat of one glit- 
tered as pure old, rich purple adorned the wings 
of another, a tiny coat reflecting all the colors of 
the rainbow was worn by a third. The wing 
feathers of the warrior bird were horny, like 
Siegfried’s natural coat of mail; the ** puff- 
legged” colibri’s legs were hidden in downy 
white; while many of the little creatures who 
find their food in deep, bell-shaped flowers 
were distinguished by a beak twice the length 
ot their tiny bodies. Box after box and chest 
after chest of birds of all colors were brought 
out, in thousands of thousands. “A great 
favorit of ladies is the tangara, the only bird 
which is naturally red,” proceeded our guide 
through the city catacombs, pointing to a case 
of ruby-colorea birds, All other red birds of 
this color are dyed. The Japanese pheas- 
ant is also at present much used. 
It is, however, not killed on account 
of its plumage, but as game, hke our own 
pheasant. The price of English pheasants’ 
feathers varies greatly; some years aso we 
bave paid 15 shillings for a pound, at present 
we get them at 1 shilling 6 pence. From South 
Atrica we get tne meries with the metallic 
shades; they are inexpensive. The white Java 
sparrow, which we sell at 4 shijlings each, is one 
of our most expensive small birds... And it is 
S0 ugly. Tes, itissougly. White birds are 
always expensive because they are rare. We 
sell the white pigeon at the same price as the 
Java sparrow. It is difficult to say which are 
the favorit birds of this season. All Kinds 
have teen worn, but we have to please more 
bad than good taste, as fac as coloring is con- 
cerned. 

“The manner of killing the birds varies ac- 
cording to size. They must not be shot or 
wounded, for that would spoil their plumage. 
They are mostly netted; but the very small 
ones are killed by sand being blown at them by 
means of a tube. Their bodies are then 
cleaned, stuffed with cotton wooi or tow, they 
are packed in large boxes, and thus arrive 
here, where we get them at the monthly sale 
in Mincing Lane.“ 


MADE DESPERATE BY HUNGER. 


TERRIBLE SCENES AT AN IRISH GUARDIANS’ 
MEETING AT TIPPERARY. 

Lonpon, Jan. 7.—The disgraceful scenes at 
the Tipperary Guardians’ meeting yesterday 
when a body of laborers forced themselves into 
the board-room and demanded work and relief 
were almost unprecedented. The laborers on 
entering the room were requested to with- 
draw. 

The Chairman—You can’t come in this way. 
You must leave for a while. 

A laborer (defiantly )—No, we won't. 

Chairman—But I say you must. 

Another laborer (boldly)—But we say we 
won't. 

Third laborer—We won't leave for you. 

First laborer—Starving men can’t be too 
civil. 

Chairman—I insist you will leave the room. 

Second laborer—But we will uot leave, and 
who dare put us out? Not a man present. 

Third laborer—We are driven to balf mad- 
ness from hunger and starvation, and ye have 
done nothing for us. 

The Chairman made no further call on the 
laborers to retire, and an excited discussion 
then occurred among deputations which had 
been admitted. One deputationist attacked a 
guardian named Cross, who was at once stout- 
ly defended by some of the laborers. Mr. 
Burke accused Mr. Cross of voting against the 
laborers’ cause. 

A laborer—I tell you to hold your tongue, 
and leave Mr. Cross alone, or if you don’t I'll 
strike you where you stand. 

Mr. Burke—I say that Tom Cross is no Na- 
tionalist. 

Laborer—I told you I'd strike you, and here 
Iam. 

The laborer here raised his fist and rushed at 
Mr. Burke, but a representative of the press 
who was sitting near the laborer seized him by 
the shoulder and prevented it. 

Mr. J. Cross—Isn’t this nice conduct, Mr. 


Chairman. What a man you are to keep order. 
Send for the police. 


The Chairman—What can I do? No, we won't 


send for the police. We must only adjourn the 


meeting. 
A discussion then proceeded as to union or

Connecticut's Amalgamated Unions 
Put Some Pertinent Questions 
to Their Congressmen. 


The Great Coke-Drawers’ Strike—Oth- 
er Lockouts—Reported Consoli- 
dation of Labor Unions, 


Ohief Arthur at ieee eee 
Oharged at St. Louis—The Iron- 
Workers. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 24.—The Amalga- 
mated Trades and Labor Unions of this State 
recently forwarded to the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from Connecticut at Washington the 
following measures, requesting their influence 
in support of the same: 

First—That the public lands be reserved for act- 
ual settlers, not tor railroads and speculators. 

Second—The abolition of the Government contract 
system and non-competition of convict with free 
American labor. 

Third—Graduated tax on lands and incomes. 

Fourth—The establishment of postal savings 
banks and safe deposits for smal! amounts. 

Fifth—Tnat importation of foreign labor under 
contract be prohibited. 

Sixth—Incorporation of trades-unions. 

Seventh—Direct Government issuance of money 
without the intervention of banks. 

Highth—That the Government shall control all 
telegraphs, telephones, and railroads, and that 
hereafter no charter or license be granted to any 
corporation for the construction or operation of any 
means of transporting intelligence, passengers, or 
freight. Arequest for an expression of opinion 
On the above was made. 

Of the replies received, Senator Platt favors 
Government regulation but not control of rail- 
roads. The postal-savings scheme presents 
so few advantages over the present system,“ 
he says, that I am not very enthusiastic over 
it, but I don't know that I would oppose it.“ 
He favors direct employment by the Goverpn- 
ment where advantageous, but doubts the wis- 
dom of a complete abandonment of the con- 
tract system. Convict should not compete 
with honest and free labor. He is opposed to the 
abolition of banks; favors Government issue 
of paper money only when based on deposits 
of gold, or silver, or bullion; thinks incorpora- 
tion of trades-unions requires State action. 
He favors a law compelling employers and or- 
ganizations to arbitrate their differences. 

Congressman Mitchell favors the first six 
measures, opposes the seventh, and is doubtful . 
of the eighth. Te the seventh he says: 1 
would have the Treasury call in from time to 
time, as the condition of the country would 
permit, all bills of less denomination than $10 
and issue gold and silver to take their places. 
On the eighth be says the best men differ. 
Vested capital has rights which ali are bound 
to respect, and he tavors the cheapest and best 
service. 

Congressman Seymour says: I cordially 
sympathize with the end in view, but disagree 
with some of your propositions, because, in my 
judgment, they are inimical to the interests 
you advocate. I think you make a mistake in 
trying to tie men up to your special methods 
of attaining the desired end.“ 

Congressman Wait says: [I agree in the 
general views expressed as to protecting labor. 
These questions are pressing to the front and 
action must soon be taken. They are of 
weighty consequence to society and must re- 
ceive the earnest, intelligent consideration of 
both State and Nationa! Governments.” 

Congressman Buok answers the first, second, 
and fifth questions affirmatively. He prefers 
the present bank system to the Government 
issue of money directly to the people until 
some better method can be found. He favors 
Governmental control of the telegraph. Be- 
yond this be would besitate to place the busi- 
ness of the country in the hands of Govern- 
ment officials. 

No reply has been received from Senator 
Hawley. 


NINE THOUSAND COKE OVENS IDLE. 

Prrrsnund. Pa., Jan. 24.—The situation in 
the coke regions continues quiet, no disturb- 
ance having occurred since Thursday. Sheriff 
Stewart bas bad an understanding with the 
strikers, and they have promised to resort to 
no violence in the future. Asa result of this, 
alarge number of deputies and police have 
been discharged. The attempt to eject the 
Hungarians from their houses will not be made 
at present, as the weather is so cold that 
such treatment to the strikers would, in the 
opinioa of the officers be exceedingly ili-ad- 
vised 


At the Conneilsville convention yesterday 
morning the strikers reported that of the 
10,000 ovens in the region, less than 1,000 were 
in operauon. 

The employés of the blooming and converi- 
ing departments of the Homestead Bessemer 
Steel Works met this afternoon and decided to 
stand out for an advance in wages of from 15 
to 25 per cent. The firm has offered them a 10 
per cent advance. 

At a meeting of the coal-miners at Irwin, Pa.. 
on the Peunsylvania Raiiroad, last night it 
was decided to demand a 10 per cent advance 
in wages. A committee was appointed to pre- 
sent their ultimatum to the operators tomor- 
row. If the increase is not conceded a strike 
will be ordered at once. There are 4,000 
miners in the Irwin d'strict, and the pay-roii 
for the month aggregates $180,000. The 
operators claim they cannot afford to pay more 
than the present rate, which is 50 cents per 
ton. 


THE CIGARMAKERS’ LOCKOUT. 

New York, Jau. 24.—Sixty Cuban cigar- 
makers, employed in the factories of S. Jacoby 
and Ottenburg Brothers, quit work yesterday 
and decided to remain ou until the lockout 
was declared at an end. They have no 
grievances against the Maaufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation except their action in closing the fac- 
tories against the union men. The strippers 
and bunchers employed by Jobn W. Love re- 
turned to work yesterday morning, and the 
cigarmakers and packers, numbering in all 510, 
will resume work Monday. This leaves four- 
teen manufacturers holding out against their 
employés. Otherwise the situation remains 
unchanged. 


REPORTED GIGANTIC CONSOLIDATION OF 
LABOR UNIONS. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 24.—([Special.|—A story 
18 current in labor circles here to the effect 
that negotiations are pending fora gigantic 
consolidation of labor unions. If satisfactorily 
concluded the negotiations mean that the Loco- 
motive Firemen’s Association will merge with 
che order of the Knights of Labor. The former 
organization is now National in membership, 
having lodges or unions in all the important 
cities of the United States. The latest figures 
place its numerical strength at 3,600. If ac- 
compiished the consolidation will be the most 
important of its character ever known in this 
or any other country.

A PHILANTHROPIC MOVE. 

ELPRIA, Pu., Jan. 24.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company has created a new de- 
nt of the service to be known as The 

nsylvania Railroad Relief Department, 
the object of which is to provide a relief fund 
for the benefit of its employés in case of acci- 
dent or sickness and their families in case of 
death. The employés are divided into five 
classes, according to salary, from $35 to over 
$100 per montn. The paymentsin case of death 
by accident are from $500 to $2,500. or from 
natural causes from $250 to $1,250, with 
sick benefits from 50 cents to $2.50 per 
day during fifty-two weeks, and accident bene- 
fits at the same rate during the first twenty-six 
and one-half during the last twenty-six weeks. 
The members of the fund are to contribute 
from 75 cents to $3.75 monthly, accord- 
ing to salary. A commendable feature of 
the plan is that all present employés, irre- 
spective of age or physical condition, are eligi- 
ble to membership. Additional natural bene- 
fits may be taken under specified conditions. 
The plan includes free surgical attendance for 
those disabled on duty; 
medical attendance at moderate rates, and 
sanitary provisions for the welfare of mem- 
bers. The office expenses of the fund will be 
paid and any deficiencies made up by the com- 
pany. The business of the department will be 
in charge of J. A. Anderson, with headquar- 
ters at Trenton, N. J.

Department can be improved by turning in 


its own surpius income of $3,800 per 
annum for the hiring of extra clerks 
we shall not raise any objections thereto. But 
we do not mean without a protest to permit 
the misappropriation of the surplus income 
of the Recorder’s office, amounting to $25,000 
per annum, which the Constitution of the 
State requires ‘shall be paid into the County 
Treasury.” If this surplus is turned over to 
the Recorder under an alleged contract for 
three years the taxpayers of Cook County 
will never hear anything more of it. A contract 
intended to accomplish this would bea bold 
evasion of the Constitution of the State and 
of the Fees and Salaries act, which were 
meant to prohibit the absorption of the 
fees, perquisits, and emoluments” of any 
county office by the incumbent thereof. The 
objections to this contemplated job are so ap- 
parent that we are amazed at the favor which 
it has gained among some of the Commis- 
sioners,such as Hemmelgarn and MacDonald, 
who, we cannot doubt, mean to do what is 
right and ought to know better. 


THE PRESIDENT “GIVES NO REA- 
SONS ON COMPULSION.” 

Mr. Cleveland’s declaration that he will 
give no reasons for his appointments places 
him in the same attitude assumed by Falstaff 
when explaining to Poins and Prince Henry 
bis memorable encounter with the knaves in 
buckram. Having stated that the night was 
so dark he could not see his hand, Falstaff 
added in the same breath that he was assailed 
by knaves in Kendal green.“ Poins and 
Prince Henry at once called on Fat Jack to 
give a reason for this diserepancy, and the 
colloquy ran as follows: 


Prince Henry—Come, tell us your reason; 
what sayest thou to this? 

Poins—Come, your reason, Jack; your rea- 
son! 

Falstaf—What, upon compulsion? No; were 
I at the strappado, or ali the racks in the 
world, I would not tell you on compuision. 
Give you a season on compuision! If reasons 
were as plenty as biackberries. I would give 
no mah a reason upon compulsion! 


Hence the discrepancy went unexplained 
and the questions of Polns and Prince Henry 
remain unanswered. Doubtless Falstaff 
could have given a reason why he was able 
to see the knaves in Kendal green, although 


blinded as to its encouraging features by the 
bad showing of the wheat statistics. There 
was an immense falling off in our exports of 
that cereal in 1885, but the shipments of 
corn were almost twice as large as in 1884, 
and cotton showed but a small decrease, 
which will be made up to us by the exports 
this year from the heavy crop now held back 
by the Southern farmers. In beef and hog 
products there was a handsome gain, and the 
exports of petroleum were a little larger than 
in 1884. There is, therefore, nothing in the 
condition of this branch of our trade to cause 
doubt as to our prosperity. The foreign 
competition with our wheat-growers is un- 
questionably a permanent thing, but we shall 
have a chance with the rest, and shall be 
constantly bringing a part of our foreign 
market to ourselves by immigration. 

Account must, however, be taken of the 
fact that business in Europe is dull and that 
so long as such a large proportion of its man- 
ufacturing capacity is idle the laboring popu- 
lation will buy sparingly. it is not only the 
competition of foreign producers that limits 
our sales but the poverty of the masses. The 
reduction of the Bank of England rate of dis- 
count to 8 per cent last Thursday is one of 
the best evidences of the stagnation of busi- 
ness. The object in raising the rate to 4 per 
cent a few weeks ago was to arrest the flow 
of gold to other countries, That object has 
been but imperfectly accomplished, the pro- 
portion of reserve to deposit liabilities being 
only 393¢ per cent, but money was so cheap 
in open market that a reduction was neces- 
sary. Aside from the slight impulse given 
to affairs in Europe by the improvement 
in this country, nothing has recently occurred 
to give business a stimulus except the move- 
ment for the construction of railroads in 
China, which seems to be more promising 
than any previous scheme of the sort. 

Mercantile trade in this country remains in 
about the same condition as for some weeks 
past. It is an encouraging fact that the 
quietude incident to the season of the year 
and the unfavorable weather has given rise to 
no depression in the minds of business-men 
or decline in prices. Coal is dull and weak, 
but so it has been for several weeks. Iron is 
steady, with a slight abatement of the demand 
for some classes, Dry goods are in an un- 
commonly strong position, The New York 
Journal of Commerce says: 

The relations of supply and demand are more 
equitabie than at any previous period. This 
does not refer to the stocks of goods with 
agents and manufacturers, but to the supply 
between the mills and consumers. What is 
still better, in proportion to the percentage of 
occupied labor the supply is less than at the 
same date in either of the previous two or 
three years, while values are of a closer parity 
to the diminisned purchasing power of the 
masses. The manufacturing industries of the 
country are better employed than in the cor- 
responding month of either of the last two 
years, notwithstanding labor troubles are of 
some frequeticy, Both labor and capital are 
more yielding in their demands, and resistance 
and adjustments thus far have followed more 
rapidly than in many months. The effect of 
these differences upon the demand for dry 
goods is looked upou as less interruptive than 
previously. The stock of print cloths is very 
small, and the prices of the mill sbares have 
bad a good advance. Labor troubles are a lit- 
de more numerous than usual, and are most 


conspicuous in the coal regions of Pennsyiva- 
nia, where there has been considerabie violence. 


Events in the stock market do not show 
any pronounced tendency in either direction. 
Several stocks—perhaps all—are too high, 
but the Drexel-Morgan syndicate, which is 
one of the most powerful ever seen in Wall 
street, is evidently still supporting the Van- 
derbilts and the Northern Pacifics, and St. 
Paul has many rich friends. Indeed, nearly 
every stock has friends who believe in its 
ultimate triumph, and accordingly keep their 
holdings and buy on the declines. But there 
is apparently no reason why the cliques 
should want to advance the market, and the 
safe thing would therefore seem to be to 
either sell stocks on every small rise or let

The State Convention of Iowa Prohibition- 
ists last week concluded that one hobby at a 
time is not enough, and therefore declared in 
favor of female suffrage as the next step in 
the agitation. There was great enthusiasm, 
and the convention appears to have contained | 
a full representation of all the short-haired 
women and long-haired men of the State. 
Mrs. Judith Ellen Foster made a stirring ad- 
dress, characterized by the effusive gush that 
makes all her platform efforts so captivating, 
and she appealed fervently to the brave 
men” and dear sisters” present, although 
it seems a trifle odd that such an artist in the 
use of emotional language did not reverse 
her terms of endearment and apply them to 
the male and female delegates with greater 
obvious propriety. Nevertheless, the brave 
women and sentimental men responded to 
Mrs. Foster’s appeal, and the female-suffrage 
plank was carried by an overwhelming vote. 
Indeed, the entire proceedings in dealing 
with this question were marked by what Gail 
Hamilton styles the dear-sister business, 
the sweet cant and effusive graciousness ”’ 
always characteristic of these hybrid gather- 
ings. Without doubt the convention was the 
most ** soulful” ever assembled in the State. 

One of the reports narrating the proceedings 
of the Prohibition-Female-Suffrage Conven- 
tion says the action taken created no surprise, 
since in Iowa the ladies have always been 
on the skirmish line in fighting for prohl- 
bition.”

The money must go 
into the County Treasurer's keeping and 
mingle with the other funds in the Treasury, 
whence it can be taken only by a specific ap- 
propriation requiring a vote of two-thirds of 
the members elected to the board.

THe Senatorial-election scandal in Ohio 
promises to receive the right kind of attention.

Through all the dust raised by the specu- 
lators it can be seen that the drift of events 
is in the direction of a larger employment of 
capital and labor and an increase in the re- 
wards of effort. It is not yet clear to the 
public mind that there is to be a general ac- 
tivity, but it is clear that the causes of de- 
pression have in the main been removed and

SILVER AGITATION IN EUROPE. 

Tue TRIBUNE'S special cable dispatches 
expose the garbling of the German Finance 
Minister’s recent remarks in the Reichstag 
as they were quoted in the English papers, 
and particularly in the London Times, whose 
version was promptly cabled to this country. 
Instead of asserting an intention on the part 
of Germany to maintain the gold standard 
permanently Herr Scholtz disavowed in em- 
phatic language any bigoted attachment to 
monometallism, and said the Government was 
ready at any time to consider the feasibility 
of maintaining international bimetallism. 
His expressions in regard to silver were very 
friendly, but the London papers with one 
accord garbled his speech and the distorted 
version was sent to the United .States in the 
hope of creating a second false impression 
here. Gold-bug influences in England are so 
strong that only one of the London papers 
had the courage to give the public a true 
report of the speech made by the German 
Finance Minister showing the strong dispo- 
sition of that country to move toward bi- 
metallism. It is important that this trick of 
the gold-bugs shou Id be exposed and under- 
stood in the United States. 

The demand in Germany for thé remoneti- 
zation of silver comes from the agricultural 
class, and it is already strong enough to com- 
mand the favorable consideration of the Gov- 
ernment. The petitions recently presented 
show that the German farmers are suffering 
severely from the steady appreciation and 
searcity of gold. Herr Scholtz recognized this 
fact distinctly, and, while asserting that Ger- 
many alone could not remonetize silver, he 
said there was no proof that bimetallism could 
not be established and maintained by inter- 
national agreement. He was not only in 
favor of such an experiment, but Tue Trip- 
UNE’s special quotes him as follows: 


Herr Scholtz went further and said that 
while the Government regarded bimetallism as 
an international question, it oould rot ciose its 
eyes to the interests of its own. subjects as 
made known by increasingiy numerous ex- 
pressions of the popular needs.

ANOTHER WAR AHEAD. 
A BELIEF THAT TURKEY AND GREECE ARE 
CERTAIN TO “ FIGHT IT OUT.” 

London. Jan. 25—4 a. m.—[Via Mackay-Ben- 
nett Cabie to The Tribune. —Tne Greek ques- 
Gon occupies the mornimg press instead of the 
Irish one, in view of the alarming news from 
Constantinople. The Telegraph conciudes 8 
long leader: “The Powers wil! 9e fully justi- 
fied out of regard for these whose trustees 
they are in using whatever amount of pressure 
may be required in order to prevent the Greeks 
from raising the flames of discord.” 

The Times adds: “What is to be feared is 
not so much reckless acts and naval! provoca- 
tion resulting only in mischief and bloodshed 
s0 Much as attempts to excite risings beyond 
the Turkish frontier, which would probably 
involve the whole of Macedonia and reoven 
the Eastern question in its fullest extent, The 
prolonged negotiations with Servia and Bulga- 
rig continue to breed uneasiness, and if 
Greece sets her match to the train no one can 
tell where the conflagration will end.“ 

The Daily News, in a leader headed Co- 
ereing Greece, says the news received from 
there is of so serious a character as to demand 
immediate attention from the, House of Com- 
mons. It attacks Lord Salisbury for inter- 
ference, and ends the leader with: “If the 
British navy is to employed to do the dirty 
work of the Sultan, the House of Commons 
will know the reason Why.“ 

On the contrary, the Standard backs up Lord 
Salisbury strongiy and, taunting the expected 
Liberal opposition says: “If Mr. Giadatone 
can manipulate the occasion for the overthrow 
of the Government they will fail with honor 
and leave him face to face with the difficulties 
he bas done 80 much to aggravate.” 

GENERAL ADVICES. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 24.— [Via Mackay- 
Bennett Cable to The Tribune.j]—I have just 
received information from such high sources 
as leads me to believe that war between Greece 
and Turkey is nearly certain. The only chance 
for the maintenance of peace would be a new 
cession of Janina d Turkey as claimed by 
Greece, according to the treaty of Berlin, or 
the ocoupation of Pirmus by the Powers as 
it was during the Crimean War. The Greek 
Government bas bad to choose between strik- 
ing a blow for establishing Hellenic supremacy 
in Macedonia or facing dynastic troubles at 
home. The Greek political leaders consider the 
latter would be the most disastrous. I have 
reason to know that the Turkish Government 
fully expects bostile demonstrations on the part 
of Greece to commence within the next three 
weeks. Every effort is being consequently 
made bere for the completion of the naval 
preparations; also for a system of torpedo de- 
tense in the Dardanelies. The first blow would 
probably be struck atthe Isiand of Crete. 
Greece is about to call out two more classes of 
the reserves. 

Tzanow, the Bulgarian Foreign Minister, ar- 
rived in this city today. He is empowered to 
negotiate with the Porte for the union of Bal- 
garia and Eastern Roumelia. Madjid Pasha, 
the special Turkish Envoy, bas been ordered 
to proceed to Bucharest. 

Arness. Jan. 24.—Sir Horace Rumbold, the 
British Minister, informed Premier Delyannis 
today that England wes prepared tosend a fleet 
to prevent Greece from attacking Turkey by 
sea. Premier Delyannis replied that Greece 
would not disarm. The Greek fleet sailed to- 
day with sealed orders. 

A demonstration was held today to protest 
against the attitude of England. The Ministry 
met yesterday and today to consider Lord 
Salisbury’s note, which mentioned that the 
course taken by England had been consented 
to by the Powers, especially by Germany. 
Premier Delyannis bas bad several interviews 
with the King on the subject. The newspapers 
unanimously condemn the unjustness of Lord 
Salisbury. The reserves abroad are respond- 
ing with alacrity to the summons to return to 
daty.

JAPAN. 
THE BOY EMPEROR TO FORM A MATRIMO- 
NIAL ALLIANCE—A RUMOR DENIBD. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 24.—A Hong-Kong 
native papers prints a rumor that the Emperor 
of China, who is only in his 10th year, intends 
to form a matrimonial alliance and take the 
Government in his own bands. 

The reported outbreak in Seoul, Corea, Dec. 
15, appears to bave no foundation in fact. 
Early in December the Japanse Government 
arrested about thirty men wbo were suspected 
of being engaged in a plot against the existing 
Corean Government. This came to the ears of 
Officers in the Chinese Legation at Tokio, 
Japan, in the shape of a rumor that a number 
of desperadoes bad embarked for Seoul. 
This was telegraphed to Tien-Tsin, and 
in fturn to the Chinese representative 
at Seoul. The latter, on investigating the 
matter, became informed of a rumor that 
eighty soldiers disguised as tradesmen were 
then in Seoul awaiting an opportunity to at- 
tack the palace, and wired the rumor as a fact 
to the Chinese Legation at Tokio. The last 
telegram was communicated to the Japanese 
Foreign-Office, which soon dispelled the rumor. 
The whole matter was investigated and shown 
te be without an iota of truth. 

It is understood that a conference for a re- 
vision of treaties will convene in a sbort time. 
It bas been delayed by several changes among 
foreign Ministers, which left several treaty 
Powers unrepresented for a time. Yoshida 
Jiro, long time Secretary and Chargé d’ Af- 
faires at Washington, will go to New York 
shortiy as Consul-General.

A DEFICIT OF 60,000,000 FRANCS IN THE BUD-

Lorpox, Jan. 24.—Sig. Magliani, the Italian 
Minister of Finance, bas announced in the Ital- 
ian Chamber of Deputies that there is a deficit 
in the budget of 60,000,000 frances.

THE PACIFIC COAST FORGER RETURNED

MR. JOSEPH RANKIN DEAD 


The Wisconsin Congressman Passes 
Peacefully Away at the Na- 
tional Capital 


His Family and Intimate Friends 
with Him in His Last Mo- 


ments. 


The Funeral to Be Attended with Con- 
gressional HonorsQther Mort- 
vary Matters. 


WasainctTor, D. C., Jan. 24.—Representa- 
tive Joseph Rankin of Manitowoc, Wis., died 
in this city this afternoon of Bright's disease 
of the kidaeys. 


— 


His family—which consists of bis wife, a 
daughter of 17, and a son of 10 years of age— 
Congressman Van Schaick of Wisconsin, and 
Dr. Kempster of Milwaukee were with bim 
when he died. His remains will be taken to 


Manitowoc for burial Tuesday morning. The 
Speaker of the House will appoint a committee 
of Representatives to accompany them. 
[“Joe” Rankin, as everybody called the dead 
Congressman, was probably the best-known Demo- 
cratic politician in Wisconsin. He was even better 
known thau the flery little Gen. Bragg. Mr. Rankin 
was borp in Passaic, N. J., Sept. 25, 1833, and was 
consequently 52 years of age. He went to Wisconsin 
in 1854, settling first at Mishicott. He had long lived 
at Manitowoc, and his busy, bustling lite had made 
that little place famous. He filled various local 
Offices at different times, and at the outbreak of the 
Rebellion entered the military service and served 
for three years. He was at one time Inspector- 
General of the Department of the Mississippi. He 
did good service, and many tales of his army life 
are told by his comrades. Mr. Kankin was a nat- 
ural politician, an ardent Democrat. and a bern 
wire-puller. He served in the Wisconsin Assem- 
bly in the years 1860, 1871, 1872, 1878, 1874, and 
was elected Chairman of 


State Senate in 1877, 
1880, and again in 1881 and 1882. He was elected « 
member of the Forty-eighth Congress by a major- 
ity of over 6,000 over Levi Howland, his Repub- 
loan opponent. In personal appearance Mr. 
Rankin was a tall, good-looking man. He had light 
sandy hair, and whiskers of the same color, 
neatly trimmed, and was very 
teel in appearance. In 

was regarded as a remarkabiy fine parliamenta- 
rian, and was frequently appesied to by the 
Chair and other members. In Congress he had 
made no particular dash, but he was lively and 
active, and bad done a good deal of good, effective 
work. He quickly made the reputation of being 
one of the brainiest Western men in Washington. 
For some time Mr. Rankin held a confidential 
position with the St. Paul Railroad. He was in- 
trusted with missions of a very delicate nature. 
He went to Washington at the beginning of 
she present session. fully realising that his days 
were numbered, and bad to be carried into 
the House when de was sworn in. He kept his 
courage to the last, however, and virtually laughed 
the King of Terrors in the face on his deathbed, 
the pewspapers in the last few days having re- 
corded bis witty sayings. }

Walker is the present Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State Central Committee, and a com- 
paratively young man.

ties was given him by the deceased 
Congressman. State Senator Hudd of 
Green Bay is a well-kpown lawyer who bas 
had the Congressional bee in bis bonnet for 
years, and almost wrested the prize 
from Mr. Rankin three years ago He 
has bad. large legislative experience. Judge 
Elwell of Sheboygan ig a Democratic war- 
horse who figured as a Oongressional 
candidate when Mr. Rankin 
bis first nomination. Mr. 
alawyer. E. R. Blake is a successful mer- 
chant of Port Washington who visits Mn 
waukee frequentiy and bas an exten- 
sive acquaintance bere. He bas 
served terms in the State Assembly 
and State Senute, and is very populer witb bis 
constituency. He possesses the same vein 
of good-nature for which Mr. Rankin 
was noted, and was a warm per- 
sonal friend of the latter. Ite is 
not improbable that each county will senda 
delegation to vote for its favorit son.

Then 
he sold to D. O. Mills for a home the house 
that he had built on Fifth avenue at 
Fifth street, beside the residence of his 
old friend, Walter Gurney. Two years he 
spent in Paris under instructuonsfof his physicians, 
and then coming back to this country he made 
Newport his summer home and spent the winters 
in Washington, where he bought for his residence 
the handsome house of ex-Senator Cameron, on 
Scott square, where he died yesterday.

THE EIGHT-HOUR MOVEMENT. 
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AN INTERESTING LECTURE ON THAT FAR- 
OFF LAND BY FATHER J. H. CRONEN- 
BERGH, A JESUIT MISSIONARY. : 

A lecture was delivered toan audience of 
about 600 people at the corner of Twelfth 
street and Newberry avenue last night by

brown color, with pointed heads and faces and 
hair lying in streaks over their beads. The 
Kaffirs are of a dark red and are distinguished 
from other colored tribes by the absence of 
the smell usually accompanying them. They 
are from five and one-half to six feet tall. of 
handsome build, and regular features. Further 
north dwell the and lastly the Arabs. 
The three families of natives speak three en- 
tirely different languages, subdivided into 
hundreds of dialects. These languages form 
the inflexions of words by prefixes and altera- 
mons in the first syllables more than by 
affixes. The only means to become acquainted 
with the languages of the different tribes is by 
learning first the Boer language, next the Zulu, 
andthe Bechuana. English is needed only 
in the colonies near the sea coast. In the 
colonies tnere live 875,000 white people and 
8,000,000 negroes, Kaffirs, and Bushmen. The 
country reaching north to the Congo River is 
said to contain a population of nearly 100,- 
000,000. The new German colony on the Zam- 
besi River bas a population of about 8.000. 000 
aboriginal inhabitants, Most of the nations of 
Southern Africa worship the light and the sun 
as the Supreme powers. They have no idea of 
a future existence. Nevertheless, a strict, 
rugged exists under their patriarchal 
institutions. Every one hasto be at bome 
after sunset, and no notice is taken of any in- 
jury befaliing people who are out after dark. 
Rain falls only during the mooths from No- 
vember to February, and as the mountaius are 
very steep the water disappears rapidly, so 
that during the hot season, which lasts nearly 
nine months, none but the largest streams, the 
Zambesi and Rivers, contain any 
water. Wild beasts bave to travel hundreds 
of miles in order to reach a watering-place. 
The Zambesi mission covers an extent of tor- 
ritory nearly 1,500 miles in length. The 
Jesuits also have established a mission 
in the Transvaal ana among the Kafilirs 
living north of that Republic. The lecturer 
described a journey through the interior from 
Cape Town tothe Zambesi River, illustrating 
it with views of characteristic.scenes and inci- 
dents. Among the pictures shown and de- 
scribed were an ostrich hunt, 4 party of trav- 
elers ina wagon surrounded by the monsters 
ot the wilderness, natives hunting elephants 
and feasting on elephant meat. This meat was 
described as very delicious, particulariy the 
feet, which are considered a rare delicacy. A 
Kaffir village was shown, a Matabele Zulu fam- 
ily, and the graves of the first missionaries 
who penetrated into that far-away land. The 
Victoria Fails in the course of the Zambesi 
River were compared with the Niagara Falls. 
The river falle into a chasm 400 feet in depth, 
the hight of the great American cataract being 
only 333 feet. A description of the gold and 
diamond fields of the Ophir of the ancients, 
supposed to have been the country round the 
Zambesi, concluded the lecture. It was deliv- 
ered in German. Another lecture in English 
will follow Feb. 3.

The company left 
the Wells Street Depot in two special cars of 
the Chicago & Northwestern Rallroad at 8:30 
a.m. Three women were of the party. Arrived 
at Milwaukee the excursionistse were driven in 
carriages to William Webner’s studio, where 
the great work was on exhibition. Gov. Rusk 
of Wisconsin was sitting in a chair with his 
feet braced against a railing as the Chicagoans 
eutered the circular building in the interior of 
which the painting was executed, and he gave 
his brother veterans who fought by his side at 
Missionary Ridge a warm welcome. Soon the 
old soldiers were pointing out the positions oo- 
cupied during the fight by the several divisions 
of the Armies of the Tennessee and the Cum- 
berland to which they be onged. The painting 
is on a canvas fifty feet bigh, and its horizon 
embraces a supposititious territory of seventy 
miles in diameter. It differs from other pano- 
ramas on exbibition here in that the artificial 
work in the foreground will begin at the ele- 
vated platform where the observer stands. 

Five States are visibie in the picture. From 
Burnt Mountain in North Carolina on the east 
to Lookout Mountaia on the west the entire 
intervening country is represented. Promi- 
nent peaks of the Blue Ridge and Allegbenies 
in both the Carolinas are in plain view: Ala- 
bama is represented by prominent ground to 
the west, and Tennessee and Georgia are in 
the immediate vicinity of the point of observa- 
tion, which is on a prominent knoll about the 
middie of the ridge and in the centre of the 
battiefieid. This knoll is located almost due 
east of Chattanooga, at the point struck by the 
left of the Army of the Cumberland. The 
battle, it will be remembered, took place the 
next day after the severe engagement 
of Lookout Mountain, Wich was witnessed 
from Chattanooga Creek Valley by the soldiers 
who took Missionary Ridge. The date of the 

battle was Nov. 25, 1863. The painting shows 
Lookout Mountain,Orcbard Knob, Gen. Bragg’s 
headquarters on Missionary Ridge, with the old

SUNDAY DISCOURSES, 


A WELL-WORN SUBJECT ATTACKED BY MR. 
BLAND—FAREWELL SERMON OF THE REV. 
JOSEPH HARTMAN. 

The Rev. R. W. Biand preached on “™ The 
Evangelization of Chicago at the Wabash 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church yesterday 
morning, basing his remarks on the text: The 
sword of the Lord and of Gideon.—Judges vii., 
20. 

Chicago, said the speaker, offered an almost 
exact parallel to the condition of things at the 
time when Gideon was called. The hosts of 
the modern Midianites were in possession and 
the Amalekites had waxed strong with between 
8,000 and 4,000 saloons, which were open Sun- 
days in defiance of the law and were not closed 
by the courte, but continued to send forth 
their dire contagion over the community. And 
yet a large portion of the church was hiding in 
dens ana stroncholds, too cowardly to come 
out against the foe. Gideon, like every other 
man that God called, was doing something 
when God called him. God picked out the 
earnest workers in all lines of life to do His 
business, and wanted no laggards, or silug- 
gards, or shiftiess persons. As soon as Gideon 
was calied he first tore down all the embiems of 
heathen worship in his father’s house, and 
looked to God alone for power. When he blew 
bis trumpet 32,000 rallied to his standard to 
oppose the children of the East who massed 
120,000 men on the plains. The Lord then toid 
Gideon that the people that were with him 
were too many, and when the fearful were 
winnowed out only 10,000 remained. There 
were still too many, and by another test Gid- 
eon's army was reduced to 300. Were the 
conditions not similar in the church of the 
present day? Were there not too much 
machinery and money, too many fine 
churches and eloguent ministers, and 
too little dependence on the power of God? 
Were there not too little spirituality and too 
many unconverted members in their churches? 
If the winnowing process which Gideon ap- 
plied to his army were to be applied at the same 
perceatage to this church—taking the member- 
ship at 250—it would dwindle down to eighty; 
and if the further test were to be applied only 
two and one-balf would be left. He did not say 
that such was the case with them, but bow 
many were willing to go out by twos to every 
house between Harrison and Eighteenth strc ts. 
and State street and the lake, and tell the peo- 
ple of God's love and willingness to save? 
There must be united concert of action. Ir 
300 churches united and sent forth their work- 
ers, what confusion it would spread among the 
baunts of the Devil in this city! Isolated 
churches having a week's special services 
could not accomplish muct towards the gen- 
eral evangelization of Chicago. The workers 
also must be fitted for the work by zeal, con- 
secration, and training’ The city was not 
going to be evangelized by sending out people 
with a Bible under their arm and a few tracts 
in their hand—who would just ring the door- 
belle and ask folks to come to the meeting. 
There must be zeal, and personal dealing, and 
pieading. 

The Rev. Joseph Hartman, pastor of St. 
Paul's German Evangelical Church, corner of 
La Salle avenue and Ohio street, preached his 
farewell sermon yesterday morning, having 
decided to withdraw from active religious 
life, after thirty-four years of labor. He 
came to Chicago from New York State in 1861, 
where be had been engaged in religious work, 
and organized and built up the present church, 
which was at that time the first of that de 
nvmination in Chicago, occupymg the pulpit 
for the first time Nov. 18 1851. Since that 
time nine other Evangelical churches have 
been established here, of which three were or- 
ganized out ot St. Paul's congregation—name- 
ly: Zion Church, corner ot Wentworth avenue 
and Tweuty-fourto street; Salem Church, cor- 
ner of Union and Fourteenth streets; and St. 
Peter's, corner of Noble street and Chicago 
avenue. The retiring clergyman was also in- 
strumental in erecting Ublich’s Orphan Asy- 
lum, corner of Centre and Burling streets, and 
the Elmhurst Seminary. He will continue to 
reside in Chicago. The Rev. Rudolph A. Jobns, 
recently of Richmond, Va., will assume the 
pastorate of the chureh. 

The Rev. R. Moffat Neill having announced 
that he would preach on The Suicide,” at- 
tracted a rather large audience at the North 
Ashland Avenue Baptist Church last night. 
Selecting for his text the words, “Thou hast 
destroyed thyseif,” the speaker ran over the 
gamut of vice which brings on despondency 
and often suicide. He related several cases of 
suicide of men, women, and children, 
ranging in age from 13 10 82 years. 
Hs contended that a moral and religious 
training rendered self-destruction not only im- 
probabie, but almost impossible. The only 
way to resist temptation isto fly from it or 
throw itfrom us. The pistol-pocket in one’s 
clothes tonight was one of the inventions of 
the Devil himself. It was nonsense to talk 
about protection; he had walked dark @treets 
unmolested for years. If you have nota 
pisto! in your pocket or in your house it cannot 
go off,” he concluded, and hence cannot Kill 
you or any one else. God kuew that Mr.

IT I8 OCCASIONED BY THE BENTRANCE OF A 
YOUNG WOMAN INTO AN EPISCOPAL SI8- 
TERHOOD. 

BaLTImore, Mad., Jan. 24.—|Special. |—The 
disappearance of Miss Annie White from her 
elegant home in this city and her subsequent 
reception into the Order of St. Gabriel, a Prot- 
estant Episcopal Sisterhood at Peekskill, N. 
T., as related in a special to yesterday's Tu- 
UNE, promises to cause an exciting contro- 
versy. The young woman’s father makes a 
stirring appeal to Episcopalians through the 
columns of an Episcopal paper in which, 
after speaking of his daughter's frail 
health and deciaring that she was ab- 
ducted from her home, be says that he 
appealed to Bishop Potter, believing that in the 
Episcopal Church there was some ecciesiastical 
authority, some Christian tribunal to which an 
appeal could be made in bebalf of the sacred- 
ness of a man's home. Mr. White also states 
that when he wrote to the Mother Superior at 
Peekskill she repiied: I regret that we can- 
nat agree in regard to the matter of duty.“ 
In reply to Bishop Potter's letter Mr. White 
publishes a card stating: I supposed that the 
Bishop had some authority; but Bishop Pot- 
ter, after acknowledging the wrong of such a 
procedure, confesses that he is powerless to 
anat. The current issue of the American 
Churchman, an Episcopal paper, says editori- 
ally: 

Sisterhoods unwisely conducted are plague spots 
upon the fair bosom of the church. And this sis- 
terhood, whose nominal visitor is the aged Bishop 
of New York, whose pastor is the Rev. G. H. 
Houghton, D. D., and which has a house at Peeks- 
kill, N. V., receives a young lady into its fellow- 
ship in spite of her parents, showing it regards the 
commands ot God as of little consequence in com- 
parison with ite self-imposed duties. This has 
been done a thousand times in the urch of Rome; 
this has been done for the first time in the Epis- 
copal Church. May there be such an outcry on the 
part of our people as will break up the sisterbood, 


as utterly unworthy to live, doing tne work not of 
God, but of the very Prince of Darkness.
